•where we embarked r<rt vTeiSBurff.- 
Ipon arriving there the young women 
were taken before the provost marshal, 
who put them on' parole, confining 
them to the limits of the city. Most 
of them had friends In the town with 
whom they chose to remain, and suit- 
tble quarters were found for the rest. 


"The reason for the whole transac- 


tion then transpired. It seemed that 
some northern young women school- 
teachers had been taken prisoners by 
the Confederates and were at that mo- 
ment In their camps, where they were 
forced to wash and mend for the sol- 
diers and perform other menial serv- 
ces. These Confederate young women 
were, therefore, to be held as hostages 
until the northern women were re- 
leased. 


"There was little delay In the ex- 


change, and we had our visitors In 
Vlcksburg only 30 days. They were, 
however, very grfy, delightful days. 
Yankee officers and Confederate maid- 
ens Intermingled socially, and the ac- 
quaintance so rudely forced upon the 
beautiful southerners proved In some 
Instances a mutual pleasure. I could, 
indeed, point to more than one roman- 
Vc marriage that was the direct out- 
tome of our raid upon Port Gibson."— 
Washington Times.

Fifty Aristocratic Southern Gtrl» 


Were Taken ns Prisoner* of W»r 
and Were Carried to Vlclcilrarff 
and There Held aa Hostages. 
"I was mixed up in one little unre- 


corded event of the civil war," said 
General B , "that was interesting from 
11s very unusualness, and which, as I 
look back upon It, seems strangely pic- 
turesque. We were attached to what 
was known as the marine brigade, a lit- 
tle fleet of 12 'tlnclad' river steamboats 
that plied up and down the Mississippi 
riv=r after the surrender of Vicksburg. 
The term 'tinclad,' by the way, Is some- 
what misleading, as It is not remotely 
connected with the white metal, but sig- 
nifies rather boats heavily planked with 
oak for the purpose of protecting them 
somewhat from the ravages of bullets. 


"One day our little battalion of four 


companies was ordered to steam down 
the river, disembark at Rodney, march 
to Port Gibson and there consult seal- 
ed orders in regard to further proceed- 
ings Imagine our surprise upon read- 
Ing the Instructions that we were ex- 
pected to capture and carry back to 
Vicksburg as prisoners 50 of the most 
aristocratic Confederate young women 
in the city. However, we had served 
long enough to obey orders without 
question, and, provided with guides fa- 
miliar with the town, we set about our 
bizarre and not too agreeable task. We 
first established headquarters at the 
residence of a prominent Confederate 
Judge. 


"Then different squads were sent out 


to call at tbc homes of the young wom- 
en and escort them to the place of ren- 
dezvous. The Instructions were that 
they must report at headquarters with- 
in two hours on penalty of their lamlly 
residence being burned to the ground. 
She only information we could give 
them (the whole transaction was as 
much a mystery to us as to them) was 
that they were to be taken to Vicks- 
burg as prisoners of war, but were on 
no account to suffer any discomfort or 
Indignity. 


"Of course, there was great weeping, 


walling and gnashing of teeth from 
tender mothers, loving sisters and irate 
fathers and brothers. But the Incident 
had to be accepted as belonging to the 
fortunes of war, and at the end of two 
hours 49 of the 50, attended by anx- 
ious friends and relatives, were at the 
rendezvous Mercy was Implored for 
one delinquent An additional hour was 
granted, and, at their own suggestion, 
seveial of the young women were dis- 
patched to her home to persuade her 
to follow their example In gracefully 
submitting to the Inevitable. The result 
was that before the hour was up tlie 
last fair prisoner had put In an appear- 
ance, though In a very defiant mood. 


"Our troubles, however, by no means 


ended here. Indeed, they were hardly 
fairly begun. The next question was 
how to transport our beautiful captives 
to Rodney, a distance of some 20 miles, 
over roads that were In a frightful con- 
dition from the devastation of war and 
consequent neglect. 
All the good 


horses, too, like all the good men, were 
off to the war, and as for carriages, 
they had most decidedly fallen Into a 
state of Innocuous desuetude. 


"There was obviously nothing for us 


to do, therefore, but to gather together 
all the broken down old horses and di- 
lapidated vehicles in the 
vicinity, 


which we somehow managed to hitch 
together with plow harnesses, bits of 
rope, straps, etc. With these Improvised 
coaches, drawn up Into line, began the 
process of loading on our victims, and 
when they were all stowed away It 
was a motley looking procession, I can 
assure you. Even the sound of fare- 
wells and the sight of weeping eyes 
could not blind us to the humorous as- 
pect of the scene. You must remember 
that we were all pretty young fellows 
In 1863. The civil war was fought by

BEffOBM IN NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


There are indication* that the coun- 


try it becoming conscious of the condi- 
tion it IB in politically. The require- 
ments of the times are demanding at' 
tentlon from those who are not lost to 
the duty there ii open them to main 
tain the integrity of the •ystem ai 
given form by the foanderi. 


The continued work of traits and 


other frauds that are a menace to good 
government is causing alarm in local- 
ities where 2t would be most likely to 
appear when it become* necessary to 
meet party indications that threaten 
the defences of liberty and good f ov 
eminent. 


The most healthy sign that has 


lately made an appearance in a politi- 
cal way has been given In New Hamp- 
shire. Senator Chandler and others 
have issued an address to the Repub- 
licans of that State directing attention 
to the necessity there Is for reform 
within the party. 


Among matters that rsqaire atten< 


tion 
there is named, 
the large 


amount of money collected for alleged 
campaign purposes. It is recomended 
that these collections be disoontinned. 
They are mentioned as being made 
from office holders, the treasuries and 
owners of railroads and other sources. 


The promotion of honest election 


methods are recommended, as snob 
method* hare become necessary to 
the welfare of the Bute. The sub- 
ject of traits received attention in a 
way that leads to a conclusion that 
those who made aad issued the address 
are aware of the consequences that 
will follow * continued development 
of these iniquities against the public 
good. 


It is mentioned that there will be 


no difficulty in obtaining, from con- 
ventions, the required resolutions con- 
demning trusts, and which will set- 
forth all there is required to place tbe 
trust question before tbe party and 
the people. The most pronounced 
feature of the address is, that atten 
tion is directed to the fact that there 
is danger in the neglect of legisla- 
tures and congress to give to the trust 
qaeitlon tbe attention it demands and 
because of tbe neglect mentioned there 
will be a failure to give the relief re- 
quired for the good of the people 
against theae organized robbers. 


Reform witnin the party is one of 


the chief needs of the country as 
things now are in Republican party 
politics, and which is ail very well if 
reform within the party can be accom- 
plished. It 
surely should be tbe 


wish of every good citizen that reform 
may come, as it is of all things politi 
oal to be desired, not altogether because 
of the rottenness of the Republican 
party, but because of the benefit that 
will be derived by the whole country 
when it will breath a purer and more 
desirable political atmosphere.

form within the Republican party 
where there is so much need for re- 
form. 


There is no role in nature that repre-
